It is this day ordered that the following General Rules 
and Orders, supplemental to the General Rules and 
Orders dated respectively 5th December, 1887, and 
1st November, 1888, shall take effect and be in force in 
the Land Commission as regards all proceedings com- 
menced or continued after this date, — and Rules 22, 23, 

24, 26, 34, and 45, and so much of Rule 2 (of 1887) as 
directs that the 1st schedule to the Originating State- 
ment shall include the names of the tenants, the area, 
rent, and valuation of each holding, the tenure of each 
tenant, and their rights of turbary ; so much of Rule 1 5 
as directs that the Charging Order shall be entered on 
the Charging Order Book ; so much of Rule 83 as directs 
the Keeper of Records to notify the lodgment of Deeds ; 
and so much of the said Rules and Orders as are incon- 
sistent with the tallowing Rules are hereby rescinded : — 

| 1. The Originating Statement shall include all lands Supplemen- 

| which the Owner intends or expects to sell and which * al 1°, 
are held under a common or partly common Title, or 
which, if incumbered, are subject to any common incum- 
brance, and, where practicable, the Statement should 
include all portions of the Estates of the Owner which 
he intends or expects to sell. 

Additional Statements, when lodged, shall be deemed 
to be Supplemental to, and shall be endorsed with the 
Record Number, of the Originating Statement and with 
a distinguishing letter, but no costs of Supplemental 
.Statements shall be allowed on taxation without a Com- 
missioner's direction. 
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When, however, for the purpose of being represented 
by a separate Solicitor, or firm of Solicitors, the owner 
desires to institute substantive proceedings for the sale of 
additional lands, the title to and incumbrances (if any) 
upon which are in no way common with the title to or 
incumbrances upon the lands comprised in any originat- 
ing statement already filed by the same owner, the Com- 
missioner may, if it shall appear to him expedient, 
having regard to the special circumstances of the case, 
permit an originating statement to be lodged, and to 
receive a new record number. 

The first schedule to the originating statement shall 
set forth the total number of tenants on each townland, 
and the total areas, valuations, and rents of such townland. 
Where there are any lands in the owner’s occupation 
upon which the tenants may have any rights of grazing 
or turbary, the names, areas, and valuation of such lands 
shall be given. The Ordnance Survey names only of 
the townlands are to be used in the originating statement, 
and if the estate comprises part only of a townland, it 
must be so stated.

2. As soon as an advance has been provisionally 
sanctioned, or at an earlier period, by leave of a Com. 
missioner, the owner’s Solicitor shall lodge with the 
Keeper of the Records an abstract of the owner’s title, 
verified as hereinafter directed, and the original Deeds 
when forthcoming, and copies or other evidence of such 
as are not forthcoming. 

If the Deeds are numerous a Deed box shall be lodged 
of such size as may be directed by the Keeper of Records, 
and in all cases a schedule of the Deeds lodged must 
accompany the abstract. The abstract shall include all 
lands which the owner intends or expects to sell which 
are held under a common, or partly common title. Every 
abstract shall be fairly and legibly written in roundhand 
on small brief paper, and on one side only, and with 
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proper and distinct margins for the several parts of the 
instruments abstracted, and shall be verified by the 
Solicitor by whom the same shall have been prepared, by 
an affidavit in Form No. 10a in the Appendix hereto. 
Abstracts of Title shall be prepared in accordance with 
the directions in that behalf in the Appendix to the 
Rules of 1887. 

When it is proposed to sell through the Land Com- 
mission any land the title to which has been inves- 
tigated in the Land Judges’ Court, but of which no 
conveyance has been made by that Court, application 
should be made in the Land Judges’ Court for the trans- 
fer of the Abstract of Title to the Land Commission, 
and copies of the Judge’s and Examiner’s notes, rulings, 
and directions thereon should be obtained and lodged 
with such abstract. 

The Keeper of Records shall receipt the abstract and 
issue a certificate of its lodgment, which the Solicitor for 
the owner shall forthwith lodge in the Examiners’ Office. 

Contemporaneously with the lodgment of this certificate, 
the Solicitor shall lodge for signature by the Chief or an 
Assistant Chief Clerk, and transmission through the 
Notice Office, the Board of Works certificate (Form 8 in 
Appendix to the Rules of 1887), the Tithe Rent-charge 
certificate, and the notice to the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenue, in Form 
•25a in the Appendix hereto, which is hereby substituted 
for Form 25 in the Appendix to the Rules of 1887 
(unless such notice has been previously served, as provided 
by Rule 37). Two copies of each of these certificates, 
and of the Notice, correctly filled up, shall be lodged, and, 
as soon as the Returns have been made thereto by the 
respective Departments, they shall be noted in the Chief 
or an Assistant Chief Clerk’s Book, and the copies, with 
the Returns thereon, shall be then transmitted to the 
Solicitor for the owner. 
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Supplemen- 3. The draft requisition for searches shall be settled in 
rr * 28 * and* the Examiners’ Office, and the drafts of all Conveyances 
42. and Vesting Orders shall be lodged in the same office 

instead of with the Solicitor to the Commission. 

Supplemen- 4. The name and registered address of the Solicitor 
tal to Rule -f or tjjg o wner shall be entered upon the Record of Pro- 
ceedings. Should the Owner desire to change his 
Solicitor, the new Solicitor shall serve notice of the 
change upon the Solicitor whose name appears upou the 
Record, and upon all parties who have entered ap- 
pearances in the matter, and thereupon the Officer shall 
alter the name upon the Record to that of the new 
Solicitor. 

.Supplemen- 5. Statements of facts lodged pursuant to Rule 76 
tal to Rule shall he on post paper and not on foolscap. 

Supplemen- 6- A Commissioner may, if it shall appear to him ex- 
tal to Rule pedient, make an order under the provisions of Rule 79 
before the execution of the Conveyance or Vesting Order 
therein mentioned, and notwithstanding that the pur- 
chaser has not made any demand of possession.
